James Batey o f the firm, speak­ 
ing fro m the au dience, said bids 
o n the pro ject hav e been asked. 
Plans call fo r co mpletio n by mid- 
September, he said. 
Very little new machinery will 
be installed in the 75 -x -25 0-fo o t 
bu ilding to be co nnected with the 
main plant, he said. It is primarily 
to gain “elbo w ro o m,” he added. 
The new additio n will be o ne 
sto ry o f brick. The o ffice bu ilding 
will be 7 5-X-3 9 feet and also will 
be o ne sto ry . It will co nnect with 
the present two -sto ry o ffice which 
faces o n 12th St. 
The new o ffice facilities will in­ 
clu de a large display ro o m. The 
pro perty will be landscaped. 
Batey display ed maps sho wing 
the alley in relatio n to the pres­ 
ent plant and the new bu ilding to 
be co nstru cted.

O’Neill asked a 13-week ex ten­ 
sio n o f the 26-week max imu m pe­ 
rio d fo r pay ing state u nemplo y ­ 
ment co mpensatio n. Wo rkers who 
ex hau sted their state benefits be­ 
tween Ju ne 30, 1957, and April 1, 
1959, wo u ld be eligible fo r ex tend­ 
ed co mpensatio n if they still are 
u nemplo y ed.

These so u rces said the Ho u se 
may well pass a u nio n pensio n 
and welfare disclo su re bill which 
cleared the Senate in April, bu t 
that this wo u ld be the ex tent o f 
actio n in the Jabo r field this y ar. 
Ho wev er, Rep. Carl D. Perkins 
(D-Ky ), chairman o f the Ho u se 
Labo r su bco mmittee, no ted he al­ 
ready is go ing ahead with hear­ 
ings o n a general bill, and de­ 
clared, “We are go ing to pro ceed 
diligently .” 
The Senate wrangled thro u gh 
tliree 12-ho u r day s and an 11-ho u r 
sessio n, and needed ano ther sev ­ 
en ho u rs to co mplete actio n o n the 
Inal day . 
Bu t members then 
praised their handiwo rk. 
The lo ne o ppo sitio n v o te came 
ro m Sen. Geo rge W. Malo ne (R- 
Nev ). 
Senate Demo cratic Leader Ly n­ 
do n B. Jo hnso n (Tex ) hailed the 
measu re as “o ne o f the impo rtant 
andmarks o f this Co ngress” and 
a bill with which ho no rable men 
can liv e.”

Mass), chief au tho r and flo o r 
manager, called the bill “an ef 
fectiv e weapo n in the hands o f re­ 
spo nsible leaders, ho nest mem­ 
bers and the federal go v ernment 
in driv ing the racketeers and mo b­ 
sters o u t o f the labo r mo v ement.”

If he believes 
them valid, he certifies them to 
the Election Board for a ballot 
place. If not, he merely retains 
the petitions and the issue dies. 
Once the petitions are turned 
over to the Election Board, grant­ 
ing of a ballot place virtually is 
automatic.

The easiest thing for the press and pu blic 
to d o is tear Sherman Ad ams to pieces be­ 
cau se he ad mits he accepted su bstantial gifts 
from an old friend who had d ealings with 
the fed eral gov ernment after Mr. Ad ams be­ 
came Presid ent Eisenhower’s right-hand man. 
From the v iewpoint of those eager to be­ 
liev e the worst abou t Mr. Ad ams, the gifts 
he W3K giv en by Bernard Gold fine were su b­ 
stantial enou gh to hav e constitu ted a bribe 
to win special fav or. 
These same people d o not say they actu ally 
were a bribe and it has not ev en been said 
that Mr. Gold fine receiv ed any special fav ors. 
Bu t people who hav e estimated how mu ch 
it wou ld tak e to bribe them find it easy to 
believ e Mr. Ad ams cou ld hav e been bribed 
for abou t the same amou nt; namely , a few 
week end s in a hotel and may be a new ov er­ 
coat mad e of the wool from an animal that 
liv es in the And es. 
This is not meant to ju stify the acceptance 
of su bstantial gifts by officials high in the 
fed eral gov ernment. It is a d angerou s, short­ 
sighted and possibly a su icid al political prac­ 
tice, as Mr. Ad ams wou ld be willing to con­ 
ced e at this point. It mak es the person who 
d oes it a sitting d u ck for the mink -coat-d eep- 


freeze scand al that ru ined Harry Tru man 
as a cand id ate for renomination in 195 2. 
Bu t it is possible for a pu blic official to 
retain his honesty in the face of temptations 
that wou ld u nd ermine other men in high po­ 
sitions. Not all men are for sale cheap, and 
some men are not for sale at all. 
We d ou bt if Mr. Ad ams cou ld be bou ght 
at any price. He d id not win a repu tation 
for honesty in pu blic life by merely talk ing 
abou t it; he has practiced it. 
Easy as it wou ld be to go along with the 
crowd , and tear him to pieces, thereby satis­ 
fy ing all the people whose real aim is to 
d estroy popu lar respect for Presid ent Eisen­ 
hower in time for the congressional elec­ 
tions, it is not easy to cond emn a d ecent and 
hard -work ing fed eral official ou t of hand . 
It has become old -fashioned to say so, bu t 
when a man has spent his lifetime bu ild ing 
a repu tation, his fellow men shou ld not be 
willing to chu ck it becau se a pack of char­ 
acter assassins hav e tak en it into their head s 
to stage a political ly nching party . 
We d o not believ e Sherman Ad ams cou ld 
be bou ght for a cou ple of paid -in-fu ll hotel 
tabs and a few personal and hou se fu rnish­ 
ings.

It Is alway s a shock to be remind ed that 


old Commu nists nev er d ie, they ju st get ex e­ 


cu ted , The ex ecu tion of Imre Nagy , who had 
the misfortu ne to be a Commu nist premier 


of Hu ngary when Hu ngarians were restless 
u nd er the Commu nist hammer and sick le, 
has prov ed what need ed no prov ing. 
Men and women in this centu ry who mak e 
the fatefu l d ecision to liv e by the sick le can 
cou nt on d y ing by it, if they liv e long enou gh. 
Nagy and the three co-conspirators who were 
ex ecu ted by their fellow Commu nists hav e 
no claim on non-Commu nist sy mpathy .

That was in 1934, when Upton Sin­ 
clair with his rev olu tionary EPIC 
plan ran ahead in the primaries 
by 90,000, only to lose the elec­ 
tion to Gov . Merriam by 260,000 in 
Nov ember. 
In mak ing su ch a comparison, 
it shou ld be noted that the popu la­ 
tion of the state in 195 8 is two and 
a half times what it was in 1934. 
The registration now is more than 
twice what it was then, althou gh 
the Democratic ad v antage in reg­ 
istration now is greater than in 
1934. 
The task before Knowland is 
to gain relativ ely as well as Mer­ 
riam d id 24 y ears 
ago. 
If 
he 
mak es 
a 
comparativ e g a i n , 
Knowland wou ld win in Nov ember 
with a consid erable margin, since 
the 35 0,000 gain in 1934 wou ld be 
700,000 this y ear. 


THERE ARE factors now, how­ 
ev er, which argu e for and against 
su ch a rev ersal. 
A shrewd 
California 
observ er 
told me since the primary that 
bu sinessmen and others were mu ch 
more frightened by the Sinclair 
plan than they are by Brown. The 
EPIC plan was so u tterly fantastic 
that fou r months of reflection and 
plenty 
of 
cou nter - propagand a 
awak ened the state. 
On the other sid e, there is the 
fact that 1934 saw the u tmost 
flowering of the Roosev elt popu ­ 
larity .

Roosev elt himself bestowed his 
blessing, if not his end orsement 
u pon Sinclair, who paid a rev er­ 
ent pilgrimage to Hy d e Park . 
In talk ing with me at the time, 
Roosev elt

crats swept the cou ntry that fall, 
almost obliterating the Repu blican 
party . Despite this, Merriam won.

This weird creatu re gobbles u p 
millions of oy sters ev ery y e a r , 
WTeak ing hav oc in one of Amer­ 
ica’s important food ind u stries. Oy ­ 
stermen hav e pou red thou sand s of 
d ollars into a nev er-end ing battle 
to halt the marau d ers. They hav e 
cau ght thou sand s of starfish, bu t 
the pred ators k eep right on com­ 
ing. 
Congressmen from Connecticu t 
seek legislation au thorizing the In­ 
terior Department to mak e a mil- 
lion^ollar campaign against t h e 
starfish. Scientists are ex periment­ 
ing with chemical treatment of oy ­ 
ster bed s. More research is need ed 
to find effectiv e controls. 
Thou gh the bane of oy stermen, 
the starfish has fascinating habits. 
Its manner of life d iffers mark ed ­ 
ly from that of most a n i m a l s 
k nown to man. The creatu re is not 
a fish at all. It belongs to the 
Echinod ermata phy lu m, a biolog­ 
ical grou ping that inclu d es the sea 
u rchins, brittle stars, sea cu cu m­ 
bers, and sea lilies. 
The starfish’s bod y rad iates as 
many as 40 arms, thou gh the fiv e­ 
armed starfish is best k nown. Slen­ 
d er transparent tu bes called “tu be 
feet” stu bbled the arms. Each tu be 
foot has a su ck ing d isk at its ex ­ 
tremity .

. . was approv ed week s ago by 
the Senate Ju d iciary C om m ittee- 
meaning it is eligible for d ebate 
and v ote in the fu ll Senate at any 
time. Yet the Senate’s Democratic 
policy committee in its wisd om has 
k ept the bill from being called u p 
for action on the plea that more 
important legislation is before Con­ 
gress and a long Bu tler-Jenner d e­ 
bate wou ld only gu m things u p. 
Unless the bill is called u p by mid - 
Ju ne, which is right now, the 
chance that it will be d iscu ssed at 
this session of Congress is slim.” 
The News charges that the Dem­ 
ocratic policy committee “has been 


gu ilty of an u npatriotic sid estep­ 
ping of its d u ty , becau se the fu tu re 
of the nation is end angered by the 
things the Warren cou rt has been 
d oing to U.S. rights and practices.” 
Among the recent d ecisions of 
the Su preme Cou rt that hav e come 
In for sev ere cond emnation by law­ 
y ers throu ghou t the cou ntry are 
ru lings that anti-sed ition laws pass­ 
ed by 42 states cannot be applied 
to su bv ersion u nless Congress say s 


50, and that persons who are Com­ 
mu nists are eligible to practice law 
in any state, d espite the laws of 
the states which forbid this. 
The Su preme Cou rt has released 
d ozens of Commu nists on technical 
points and , as the New York Daily 
News say s, the net resu lt of the 
long string of cou rt d ecisions is 
that, “it is hard er than ev er be­ 
fore for the gov ernment to com­ 
bat the Red conspiracy to ov er­ 
throw that same gov ernrnent and 
mak e slav es of all Americans ex ­ 
cept Red s.” 


THE EDITORIAL goes on to say 
that, by releasing a confessed rap­ 
ist becau se the police held him 
for sev en hou rs’ conv ersation with 
them prior to his formal arraign­ 
ment before a magistrate, the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt has confu sed pK)lice 
and prosecu tors all ov er the cou n­ 
try and his*“enabled gangsters and 
other hard ened criminals to thu mb 
their noses frequ ently at the law.” 
What can be d one abou t it? The 
Congress has before it the bill 
sponsored by Sen. Bu tler (R-Md ) 
and Sen. Jenner (R-Ind ). 
Prov isions of this measu re wou ld , 
if enacted , strengthen the Smith 
Act so as to prev ent members of 
Commu nist organizations f r o m 
preaching treason and tak ing steps 
to ov erthrow ou r gov ernment. 
The proposed law wou ld k eep 
the Su preme Cou rt from telling the 
states whom they might ad mit to 
the bar and wou ld giv e legal sanc­ 
tion to the rights of the states to 
d eal with sed ition and su bv ersion. 
Finally , Congress, as a co-ord in­ 
ate branch of the gov ernment, 
wou ld , throu gh the proposed legis­ 
lation, ex ercise its right to d ecid e 
what is or is not relev ant to its 
own inv estigations and . inqu iries, 
which are d esigned to get informa­ 
tion for gu id ance in writing fu ­ 
tu re laws. 
It is not a qu estion of impairing 
the powers of the jcou rt as an in­ 
stitu tion bu t of asserting the rights 
of Congress as granted by the Con­ 
stitu tion itself. 
The big issu e is whether the 8 5 th 
Congress will su rrend er its rights. 
It has a chance y et to be k nown 
in history not as a crav en Con­ 
gress 
b u t 
as 
a 
cou rageou s 
Congress.

Bo o m On Co ng o 


The big boom along the Congo 
d oesn’t come from nativ e d ru ms. 
A rapid ly - ex pand ing economy , 
based on rich mines, has prod u ced 
a bu stling land with increasing air 
and ship facilities, new hou sing d e­ 
v elopments and large-scale pu blic 
health programs. Less than a cen­ 
tu ry ago the Belgian Congo was a 
sav age wild erness. 
A qu arter of the 13 million Con­ 
golese hav e aband oned tribal tra­ 
d itions and mov ed to towns. Men 
whose 
fathers 
were 
u nfamiliar 
with the wheel hav e learned to op­ 
erate heav y mining and constru c­ 
tion equ ipment. In med ical labora­ 
tories and training stations, y ou ng 
men bearing d ecorativ e scars on 
their faces peer ex pertly into mic­ 
roscopes. 
The white popu lation has qu ad ­ 
ru pled in the last 29 y ear.s and 
now totals more than 100,000. Some 
8 0 per cent are Belgians. Abou t 
1,5 00 Americans are in resid ence. 
A colony of Belgiu m, the Congo 
cov ers abou t 905 ,000 squ ares miles 
—77 times the size of the mother 
cou ntry and larger than all t h e 
United States east of the Missis­ 
sippi. 
The area was v irtu ally u nk nown 
in 18 8 1, when ex plorer Henry M. 
Stanley fou nd ed Leopold v ille, d es­ 
tined to become the capital and a 
major port on the Congo Riv er 
some 225 miles from the sea. 


The Bear Riv er is the longest 
riv er in the United States which 
d oesn’t empty into an ocean. It 
wand ers 5 5 0 miles throu gh U t a h , 
Wy oming and Id aho and empties 
into the Great Salt Lak e only 15 0 
miles from its head waters. 
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Some Men Are Not For Sale 


The easiest thing for the press and public 
to do is tear Sherman Adams to pieces be­ 
cause he admits he accepted substantial gifts 
from an old friend who had dealings with 
the federal government after Mr. Adams be­ 
came President Eisenhower’s right-hand man. 
From the viewpoint of those eager to be­ 
lieve the wTorst about Mr. Adams, the gifts 
he was given by Bernard Goldfine were sub­ 
stantial enough to have constituted a bribe 
to win special favor. 
These same people do not say they actually 
were a bribe and it has not even been said 
that Mr. Goldfine received any special favors. 
But people wiio have estimated how much 
it would take to bribe them find it easy to 
believe Mr. Adams could have been bribed 
for about the same amount; namely, a few 
weekends in a hotel and maybe a new over­ 
coat made of the wool from an animal that 
lives in the Andes. 
This is not meant to justify the acceptance 
of substantial gifts by officials high in the 
federal government. It is a dangerous, short­ 
sighted and possibly a suicidal political prac­ 
tice, as Mr. Adams would be willing to con­ 
cede at this point. It makes the person who 
does it a sitting duck for the mink-coat-deep- 


freeze scandal that ruined Harry Truman 
as a candidate for renomination in 1952. 
But it is possible for a public official to 
retain his honesty in the face of temptations 
that would undermine other men in high po­ 
sitions. Not all men are for sale cheap, and 
some men are not for sale at all. 
We doubt if Mr. Adams could be bought 
at any price. He did not win a reputation 
for honesty in public life by merely talking 
about it; he has practiced it. 
Easy as it wrould be to go along with the 
crowd and tear him to pieces, thereby satis­ 
fying all the people whose real aim is to 
destroy popular respect for President Eisen­ 
hower in time for the congressional elec­ 
tions, it is not easy to condemn a decent and 
hard-working federal official out of hand. 
It has become old-fashioned to say so, but 
when a man has spent his lifetime building 
a reputation, his fellow men should not be 
willing to chuck it because a pack of char­ 
acter assassins have taken it into their heads 
to stage a political lynching party. 
We do not believe Sherman Adams could 
be bought for a couple of paid-in-full hotel 
tabs and a few personal and house furnish­ 
ings. 


Living And Dying By The Sickle 


It Is always a shock to be reminded that 


old Communists never die, they just get exe­ 
cuted. The execution of Imre Nagy, who had 
the misfortune to be a Communist premier 


of Hungary when Hungarians were restless 


under the Communist hammer and sickle, 
has proved what needed no proving. 
Men and women in this century who make 
the fateful decision to live by the sickle can 
count on dying by it, if they live long enough. 
Nagy and the three co-conspirators who were 
executed by their fellow Communists have 
no claim on non-Communist sympathy. 
There may have been some excuse in the 
early days of the Communist conspiracy for 
Ignorance about its ways. But there is no 
excuse now for any Communist to believe 
he is involved in anything more humanitarian 
than what Communisn has been made by 
its disciples. 
Under Communism, no individual has any 
rights that cannot be set aside by the col­ 
lective decisions made in the anem of the 
party dictatorship. Under Communism, there 


are no relative values, no shaded decisions, 
no gradations of white and black. Every­ 
thing is absolute. 
This is the meaning of authoritarian rule. 
It is the thing that disenchants fellow trav­ 
elers, like the dissatisfied Americans 
who 
thought going along with the Communist par­ 
ty was like going along on a clambake. 
Even Stalin, the most ruthless of all, fin­ 
ally became the victim of his own ruthless­ 
ness — and Khrushchev’s time may not be 
far distant. 
A Tito may go along indefinitely, being a 
Communist on his own terms. A Gomulka 
or a Nagy may get away with a show of 
independence for a time. But eventually they 
must die by the absolutism they lived by— 
and without mercy. 
Before the bleeding hearts in this country 
get worked up over the execution of Nagy 
and his Communist companions, they need 
to explain what Nagy and his companions, 
all Communists, themselves, thought t h e y 
had a right to expect at the hands of their 
comrades. 


They Could Put Down Tile Crowbar 


Fred J. Milligan, executive secretary of the 


Ohio Information Committee, which has been 


in the thick of the fight over the payment of 


supplemental benefits to Ohio wage workers, 
finally has brought the basic issue into the 
open. 
Commenting on the effort to legalize SI B 
In Ohio as something other than remunera­ 
tion, which would be deductible from unem­ 
ployment compensation under the Ohio law, 
Mr. Milligan wonders why it wouldn’t be 
simpler for employers and unions with SUB 
provisions in their contracts to make new 
agreements. 
The issue, says Mr. Milligan, Is whether the 
parties to a private contract shall conform 
to the policy of the state, or whether the 
state shall change its policy to suit the parties 
to a private contract.

Congress’ Big Test 


By David Lawrence 


The Job Faced By Sen. Knowland 


At a public meeting last week 
I was asked whether the defeat 
of Sen. Knowland in the California 
primary would indicate a great 
popular surge against the right-to- 
work cause, there and elsewhere. 
My answer was that the primary 
was hardly a test of the issue, 
since no real campaign was made 
on that point at all. The Demo­ 
cratic candidate and his union sup­ 
porters, on the other hand, had 
campaigned against right-to-work 
for months. 
The petitions for a right-to-work 
amendment were still in circula­ 
tion during the pre-primary pe­ 
riod, and no effort by its support­ 
ers to “sell” the idea has yet been 
made. 
There were, to be sure, many 
other factors in t h e Knowland 
defeat and there will be many de­ 
ficiencies to be corrected in the 
next four months. But in the at­ 
mosphere of California politics, 
nothing is certain until the votes 
are counted. 
Speculation is in order as to the 
possibility of Knowland’s revers­ 
ing a primary vote against him 
amounting to a sizable 600,000. 


IN PURSUING such speculation 
I am proceeding on the assump­ 
tion that there is no use in trying 
to win over the Democratic vote 
for Brown. 
The best hope is to bestir a suf­ 
ficient number of Republicans to 
vote who were absent at the pri­ 
mary and to win back some of the 
Republicans who voted for Brown. 
A reversal of these proportions 
has 
taken 
place 
in 
California 
within the memory of most of us. 
That was in 1934, when Upton Sin­ 
clair with his revolutionary EPIC 
plan ran ahead in the primaries 
by 90,000, only to lose the elec­ 
tion to Gov. Merriam by 260,000 in 
November. 
In making such a comparison, 
it should be noted that the popula­ 
tion of the state in 1958 is two and 
a half times what it was in 1934. 
The registration now is more than 
twice what it was then, although 
the Democratic advantage in reg­ 
istration now is greater than in 
1934. 
The task before Knowland is 
to gain relatively as well as Mer­ 
riam did 24 years 
ago. 
If 
he 
makes 
a 
comparative 
g a i n , 
Knowland would win in November 
with a considerable margin, since 
the 350.000 gain in 1934 would be 
700,000 this year. 


THERE ARE factors nowr, how­ 
ever, which argue for and against 
such a reversal. 
A shrewd 
California 
observer 
told me since the primary that 
businessmen and others were much 
more frightened by the Sinclair 
plan than they are by Brown. The 
EPIC plan was so utterly fantastic 
that four months of reflection and 
plenty 
of 
counter - propaganda 
awakened the state. 
On the other side, there is the 
fact that 1934 saw the utmost 
flowering of the Roosevelt popu­ 
larity.

The Ovster’s Foe 


Oystermen have appealed to Con­ 
gress for an all-out war against 
a five-armed invader—the starfish. 
This weird creature gobbles up 
millions of oysters every y e a r , 
wreaking havoc in one of Amer­ 
ica's important food industries. Oy­ 
stermen have poured thousands of 
dollars into a never-ending battle 
to halt the marauders. They have 
caught thousands of starfish, but 
the predators keep right on com­ 
ing. 
Congressmen from Connecticut 
seek legislation authorizing the In­ 
terior Department to make a mil­ 
lion-dollar campaign against t h e 
starfish. Scientists are experiment­ 
ing with chemical treatment of oy­ 
ster beds. More research is needed 
to find effective controls. 
Though the bane of oystermen, 
the starfish has fascinating habits.

It belongs to the 
Echinodermata phylum, a biolog­ 
ical grouping that includes the sea 
urchins, brittle stars, sea cucum­ 
bers, and sea lilies. 
The starfish’s body radiates as 
many as 40 arms, though the five­ 
armed starfish is best known. Slen­ 
der transparent tubes called “tube 
feet” stubbled the arms. Each tube 
foot has a sucking disk at its ex­ 
tremity.

Like­ 
wise, it will be said that the Demo­ 
cratic party has turned a deaf ear 
to the mothers and fathers who 
want to see confessed rapists kept 
in jail instead of being allowed to 
roam around free to repeat their 
offenses. 
The New York Daily News, which 
has the largest circulation of any 
daily newspaper in the United 
States, has just published a critic­ 
ism with which many members 
of Congress in both parties here 
privately agree but which they 
have not ventured to act on by 
passing remedial legislation. The 
News editorial says in part: 
“It begins to look as if Con­ 
gress—the current 85th Congress, 
that is, which expires at the year’s 
end—has decided to put up no fur­ 
ther fight against the Earl Warren 
Supreme Court’s numerous kind­ 
nesses to Communists, attacks on 
the powers of congressional inves­ 
tigating committees and invasions 
of states’ rights and the crime- 
combatting powers of police. 


“ THE BUTLER-JENNER bill. . 
. . was approved weeks ago by 
the Senate Judiciary Com m ittee- 
meaning it is eligible for debate 
and vote in the full Senate at any 
time. Yet the Senate’s Democratic 
policy committee in its wisdom has 
kept the bill from being called up 
for action on the plea that more 
important legislation is before Con­ 
gress and a long Butler-Jenner de­ 
bate would only gum things up. 
Unless the bill is called up by mid- 
June, which is right now, the 
chance that it will be discussed at 
this session of Congress is slim.” 
The News charges that the Dem­ 
ocratic policy committee “has been 


guilty of an unpatriotic sidestep­ 
ping of its duty, because the future 
of the nation is endangered by the 
things the Warren court has been 
doing to U.S. rights and practices.” 
Among the recent decisions of 
the Supreme Court that have come 
In for severe condemnation by law­ 
yers throughout the country are 
rulings that anti-sedition laws pass­ 
ed by 42 states cannot be applied 
to subversion unless Congress says 
so, and that persons who are Com­ 
munists are eligible to practice law 
in any state, despite the laws of 
the states which forbid this. 
The Supreme Court has released 
dozens of Communists on technical 
points and, as the New York Daily 
News says, the net result of the 
long string of court decisions is 
that, “it is harder than ever be­ 
fore for the government to com­ 
bat the Red conspiracy to over­ 
throw that same government and 
make slaves of all Americans ex­ 
cept Reds.” 


THE EDITORIAL goes on to say 
that, by releasing a confessed rap­ 
ist because the police held him 
for seven hours’ conversation with 
them prior to his formal arraign­ 
ment before a magistrate, the Su­ 
preme Court has confused police 
and prosecutors all over the coun­ 
try and his*"enabled gangsters and 
other hardened criminals to thumb 
their noses frequently at the law.” 
What can be done about it? The 
Congress has before it the bill 
sponsored by Sen. Butler (R-Md) 
and Sen. Jenner (R-Ind). 
Provisions of this measure would, 
if enacted, strengthen the Smith 
Act so as to prevent members of 
Communist organizations f r o m 
preaching treason and taking steps 
to overthrow our government. 
The proposed law would keep 
the Supreme Court from telling the 
states whom they might admit to 
the bar and would give legal sanc­ 
tion to the rights of the states to 
deal with sedition and subversion. 
Finally, Congress, as a co-ordin­ 
ate branch of the government, 
would, through the proposed legis­ 
lation, exercise its right to decide 
what is or is not relevant to its 
own investigations and. inquiries, 
which are designed to get informa­ 
tion for guidance in writing fu­ 
ture laws. 
It is not a question of impairing 
the powers of the jcourt as an in­ 
stitution but of asserting the rights 
of Congress as granted by the Con­ 
stitution itself. 
The big issue is whether the 85th 
Congress will surrender its rights. 
It has a chance yet to be known 
in history not as a craven Con­ 
gress 
b u t 
as 
a 
courageous 
Congress.

Boom On Congo 


The big boom along the Congo 
doesn’t come from native drums. 
A rapidly - expanding economy, 
based on rich mines, has produced 
a bustling land with increasing air 
and ship facilities, new housing de­ 
velopments and large-scale public 
health programs. Less than a cen­ 
tury ago the Belgian Congo was a 
savage wilderness. 
A quarter of the 13 million Con­ 
golese have abandoned tribal tra­ 
ditions and moved to towns. Men 
whose 
fathers 
were 
unfamiliar 
with the wheel have learned to op­ 
erate heavy mining and construc­ 
tion equipment. In medical labora­ 
tories and training stations, young 
men bearing decorative scars on 
their faces peer expertly into mic­ 
roscopes. 
The white population has quad­ 
rupled in the last 20 year.s and 
now totals more than 100,000. Some 
80 per cent are Belgians. About 
1,500 Americans are in residence. 
A colony of Belgium, the Congo 
covers about 905.000 squares miles 
—77 times the size of the mother 
country and larger than all t h e 
United States east of the Missis­ 
sippi. 
The area was virtually unknown 
in 1881, when explorer Henry M. 
Stanley founded Leopoldville, des­ 
tined to become the capital and a 
major port on the Congo River 
some 225 miles from the sea. 


The Bear River is the longest 
river in the United States which 
doesn’t empty into an ocean. It 
wanders 550 miles through U t a h , 
Wyoming and Idaho and empties 
into the Great Salt Lake only 150 
miles from its headwaters.

Judge Frank C. Ray mond dissent­ 
ing, reversed a Kanawha County 
decision which had fix ed the as­ 
sessed valuation of the bank’s 
stocks at 100 per cent of actual 
value. 
The case was sent back to the 
circuit court for further proceed­ 
ings in line with principles s e t 
forth in the opinion. 
Judge James B. Riley , who wrote 
the majority opinion, cited a sec­ 
tion of the state constitution which 
say s that “no one species of prop­ 
erty from which a tax may be 
collected shall be tax ed higher 
than any other species of property 
of eq ual value.” 
That language, the judge said, 
“is clear and unambiguous a nd 
should be applied and not con­ 
strued.” 
, . XI- L 
The appellate judges noted that 
while bank shares were assessed 
at 100 per cent of actual value, 
property generally in K a n a w h a 
County was assessed at only about 
40 per cent of actual value. 
On the 40 per cent basis, the 
bank’s assessment would be re­ 
duced from six million dollars, the 
figure fix ed by the circuit court, 
to about $2,400,000, the o p i n i o n 
noted. The value of the bank’s 
shares was listed on its tax re­ 
turns at five million dollars. 
Kanawha Valley contended that 
the assessed percentage of i t s 
stock should be the same as that 
generally applied to other classes 
of property .

The appellate judges noted that 
while bank shares were assessed 
at IOO per cent of actual value, 
property generally in K a n a w h a 
County was assessed at only about 
40 per cent of actual value. 
On the 40 per cent basis, the 
bank’s assessment would be re­ 
duced from six million dollars, the 
figure fixed by the circuit court, 
to about $2,400,000, the o p i n i o n 
noted. The value of the bank’s 
shares was listed on its tax re­ 
turns at five million dollars. 
Kanawha Valley contended that 
the assessed percentage of i t s 
stock should be the same as that 
generally applied to other classes 
of property.

Ruling To Cut 
Hancock Fund 


Hancock County school officials 
estimated today that the education­ 
al system will stand to lose be­ 
tween $36,000 and $40,000 this year 
because of a West Virginia State 
Supreme 
Court 
ruling 
Tuesday 
that a property transfer tax is un­ 
constitutional. 
' 
The tax, one of six school fund­ 
raising methods adopted by t h e 
Legislature last year, was ruled 
illegal because it had not been 
submitted to voters of the various 
counties for ratification. 
Hancock County received a total 
of $36,000 last year from the prop­ 
erty transfer tax with the receipts 
going for school operating expen­ 
ses, including teachers and per­ 
sonnel salaries, transportation and 
other expenditures. 
With the loss in annual receipts. 
Hancock teachers probably will not 
receive a cut in salairy next year 
— but salary raises for faculty 
members are doubtful also — offi­ 
cials explained. 
Nine other West Virginia coun­ 
ties are affected by the state ruling 
and officials at Wheeling and Char­ 
leston reported that the funds 
raised could probably not be paid 
back because the money likely, is 
already spent. 
Although Hancock County resi­ 
dents passed a $1 million bond is­ 
sue recently for a school building 
program, none of the construction 
money can be used for operating 
expenses because of state law.
